On Saturday, November 3, 1990, the M.E. 
LaZerte Senior Football Team captured 
The Edmonton Public Football Premiere 
Conference Championship, finishing off a 
dream season. 


Our season started out by hosting the eighth 
annual MEL Football Jamboree, which in- 
cluded eighteen teams and approximately 
900 athletes. This is the biggest, single, one- 
day athletic event in high school athletics 
in Edmonton. 


During season play, our record of 5-1 was 
good enough to finish in second place in 
league play.

Our group had the opportunity to spend two 
days in San Francisco, staying on 
Fisherman’s Wharf, a day in San Jose, in- 
cluding a visit to IBM, two days with our 
hosts in Gilroy, and a day in Santa Cruz. 
It was a fabulous time and a great exper- 
tence for all! We are looking forward to re- 
ciprocating as hosts in September, 1991.

Through the freezing cold the Public 
Bright Conference city championship 
finalists, M.E. LaZerte Voyageurs and 
Harry Ainlay Titans went to duke it 
out on the football field. 

Duke it out they did. This was a brutal 
slug-fest where neither team would stay 
down for the count. At the final bell, 
this time it was the Voyageurs who 
were left standing over the Titans. 
Harry Ainlay was the first to score with 
a touchdown and a field goal to make 
the score 7-0. LaZerte was undaunted 
by Ainlay’s first blood and retaliated 
with a touchdown seventeen seconds 
before the end of the first quarter. 
LaZerte began, the second quarter with 
a touchdown but Ainlay came back at 
LaZerte with a field goal - sending the 
score up to 14-10. 

By the end of the first half, M.E. had 
a lead of 20-18 over the Titans. 

But come the second half, Ainlay be- 
gan an onslaught of field goals and a 
touchdown bringing the score to 28-20 
in their favor. 

About halfway through the third quar- 


ter, LaZerte shook off the punishment 
the Titans were giving and renewed 
their attack. Up to then, the Titans en- 
forced a solid lead of 29-20. But 
LaZerte’s Jay Hamilton, took the ball 
for a 99 yard touchdown and began the 
process of the Voyageur’s comeback bid. 
But it wasn’t over yet. Nearing the end 
of the third quarter, the two teams were 
tied at 36-36. The Titans had met the 
LaZerte challenge and would not eas- 
ily relinquish their lead. With one min- 
ute left in the game, M.E. made the final 
touchdown to win it 42-36. 

“I feel great about this. We’ve been the 
underdogs all year,” exulted M.E.’s 
running sensation Jay Hamilton. 
Most of the players crowded together 
in the centre of the field along with half 
of the ecstatic crowd to congratulate 
each other while a few broke away to 
the stands to share their victory with 
their fans. After that, it was to the 
locker room for a brief speech from the 
winning coach, in which he thanked 
family, friends and the other coaches. 
“We taught the kids to believe in them- 


selves, said LaZerte’s head coach Bo 
Jereniuk. We were sort of the forgotten 
lot, but thanks to the head coaching 
staff, our program is second to none. 
We have great athletes, great quarter- 
backing. Harry Ainlay was always a 
tough team, I mean, we had to get forty 
three points to win it! I think we beat 
a very good team”, Jereniuk added. 
Hamilton was also happy for his team. 
‘Tt was the offence. The offence really 
carried big and played a good game. 
We were the underdogs all year and 
now here we are on top!” 

Hamilton scored four touchdowns for 
his team. The other touchdown came 
fom LaZerte quarterback Shane For- 
wick. 

“That kid shows determination,” 
Praised Jereniuk of Forwick’s perform- 
ance that day. “Hamilton and Forwick 
really shone, but you really have to 
think of the whole team. They all did 
it together which is really important.”
